the department of agriculture out- 
lined ‘today methods of controlling the

pest, 

Dr. F. C. Bishop, of the depart- 
ment, said unless some natural agency 
checks the worm— fly larva or 
maggot which bores into animals 
wherever skin is broken —stockmen 
ot the southeast can prevent further 
heavy losses only by changing their 
practices. 

While expressing doubt of ever 
completely eradicating the pest, the 
department gave this control syst 
3 it said had been found effec- 


ve: 

Frequent examination of all live- 
stock for wounds or screw worm 
cases; immediaté treatment of screw 
worm cases with bengol,. to destroy 
the worms, and with pine-tar oil, to 
keep the flies away; avoidance, as 
far as possible, of wounds during the 
fly season, which calls for delay of 
branding, marking, and dehorning un- 
til after killing frosts; control of 
stock breeding so that all young will 
be born from November 15 to May 
a3 prompt burning of all carcasses; 
calling in a competent veterinarian 
for valuable animals that are badly 
infested. 

Dr. Bishop said the use of strong 
medication to kill the worms was 
dangerous and single treatment” 
remedies ‘are ineffective, if not ac- 
tually injurious. He added that ben- 
zol and pine-tar oil, inexpensive and 
generally available, had proved most 
effective under all conditions. 

Devastations of the worm caused 

damage running into millions of dol- 
lars in the southeast last summer. 
Relief administration agencies in sév- 
eral states provided funds for a fight 
against the pest, and the department 
said the death rate of livestock was 
greatly reduced, 
Dr. Bishopp denied the worm was 
imported in the southeast with gov- 
ernment cattle from the drouth area, 
Asserting it was found in this re- 
gion in 1938 although prior to this 
time the infestation had centered in 
the southwest. .

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Last Methodist Conference 
Set Mark for Attendance 


By DR. THOMAS M. ELLIOTT. 

Reverberations following the reagnt 
annual session of the North Georgia 
Methodist conference, held in Atlanta 
this month, continue to be heard in 
many séctions of the conference terri- 
tory. A few readjustments in the 
pastors’ appointments had to be made 
after adjournment; but more than 99 
per cent of the assignments were sat- 
isfactory. Pastors who Are to move 
Sunday will be established in their 
net pastorates. 

Methodism’s distinguishing charac- 
teristic is found in its system of 
itinerating the ministers, so that no 
accéptable man who desires work is 
without a charge and no congrega- 
tion is without a*pastor. Where hun- 
dreds of churches are pastorless, and 
hundreds of pastors are churchless, 
an unheard of thing with Methodists. 

Bishop William N. Ainsworth, pre- 
siding over the North Georgia confer- 
ence for his first time, introduced 
several new features of administra- 
tion that served to expedite business 
and. maintain interest. The bishop 
would not allow retiring presiding el- 
ders to be given gift-tokens from the 
preachers and laymen of the districts

Less Confusion. 

For 30 years this. writer has been 
attending conferences, but the session 
just closed had less confusion, greater 
sustained interest and a more uniform 
large attendance than any one ses- 
sion in the 80 years. It has occurred 
at some sessions that attendance 
would dwindle one-third, but in this 
conference everybody seemed to want 
to be on hand for fear they would 
miss something. The bishop did not 
have to threaten to call police in his 
appeals for quiet. 

iggy Heo cong church ‘has 2,200 
seats. veral times during the re- 
cent conference not only every seat 
occupied but hundreds were stand- 
ing or seated in adjoinin rooms 
where. they could hear. he only 
time a larger audience was ever wit- 
nessed at Wesley Memorial church 
was during the 1918 general confer- 
ence the night Secretary of the Navy 
Josephus Daniel spoke. 

Limélight seekers had rough travel- 
ing during the conference meeting. 
Three instances. are recalled where 
such abpenres to be the inspiration. 
In one instance a lad who had put 
over once before such an attempt made 
as if he would appeal from the de- 
cision of the chair. He quickly saw 
himself hoisted on his own petard and 
gency beat a tumultuous retreat. 

o other instances occurred where, 
after much wastage of verboseness 
without meaning, the unhappy breth- 
ren disappeared from view as they 
went out to employ efficient kicking 
machines for four hours at 25 cents 


per hour. 

Seek to Help. 

— members of the conference un- 
der the lead of John A. Manget and 
Miller S. Bell showed their real de- 
sire to do something for the help of 
the great number of aged superan- 
nuates and the underpaid circuit pas- 
tors. A determined effort was made 
to abolish the group insurance plan. 
whereby many aged men receive some 
assurance that their families will not 
be made completely destitute upon the 
death of the minister. With vigor 
and firmness the laymen pleaded that 
the plan should be continued and won 
out in their contention. 

The coMference did not adopt any 
kind of salary equalization plan, or 
uniform salary. he conference lay- 
men pledged themselves to adopt a 
minimum salary of $1,000 per year 
for married ministers and to work 
for such salary as a permanent min- 
imum. By merging charges, and pro- 
moting liberality among members, this 
achievement is to be sought. 

Discontent and restlessness appear 
to be * with reference to num- 
bers of young men entering the con- 
ference on the pledge and vow that 
they will abstain from the use of to- 
bacco and who later disregard their 
vows. and pledges. It is an iron-clad 
law in southern Methodism since 
1918 that no man shall be admitted 
unless he solemnly pledges to abstain 
from the use of tobacco and each and 
every man is questioned on the point 
at issue. The charge is made that, for 
a man to make the pledge, and then 
0 or secretly violate it, is to 
make him liable to the charge of im- 
morality, to the hurt of his useful- 
ness and the influence of the church. 
Another year may see some action in 
the matter. :

The splendid record for this year 
shows that north Georgia Methodism 
exceeded its grand total of contribu- 
tions for all purposes of the previous 
year by more than $100,000. Also 


the number of persons -received into 


the church on profession of faith is 
far greater than the year before. 
Should all converts who make pro- 
fession of faith in Methodist meet- 
ings be counted, the number would 
be nearly doubled. It is a well-known 


fact that many hundreds converted 
in Methodist meetings later affiliate 
with other churches, as Methodists 
make no effort to force converts in 
their meetings to unite with Method- 
ist churches. 

Outstanding among the results 
coming from the recent conference 
session is the elaborate laymen's or- 
ganization that will function in each 
charge, and the emphatic pronounce- 
ment relative to the liquor traffic. 
Laymen now propose to engage in 
the most thorough and detailed effort 
they have ever made. Dr. I. 8. In- 
gram, president of the West Georgia 
College, at Carrollton, was re-elected 
conference lay leaders. 

As to the sentiment concerning the 
liquor traffic, this writer has never 
seen the conference so thoroughly 
committed to a united stand to main- 
tain prohibition in Georgia. Under 
the lead of Bishop Ainsworth the 
confere on, two oceasions was led 
to make pronouncements of the 
strongest character. In each instance 
some 3,000 people peesent rose and 
stood as one man in voting approval. 

The Constitution was heartily 
thanked for its liberal policy in giv- 
ing space for conference news, de- 
voting three or more columns daily 
to it. Observations were made that 
some definite expression of apprecia- 


— — 
tion should be conveyed to the pub- 
lishers. 

Meeting Place for 1935. 

As yet no definite selection. of a 
meeting place for next year has been 
made, but it is believed that the con- 
ference will continue to meet here, 
Numerous features enter into the 
consideration, Atlanta’s central loca- 
tion saves a great amount of railroad 
fare. Ample facilities in hotels and 
meeting place also cannot be excelled. 


Atlanta has more relatives of preach- 
ers and laymen of thé conference than 
any other one city and the prospect 
of visiting is of no small attractive- 
ness. Atlanta is Georgia’s capital city, 
which fact constitutes another attrac- 
tion. Request was made that the 1935 
conference meet on 3 night, 
November 21. and to conelude pos- 
sibly Sunday night following.

STREAM LINES AND SAFETY 
Actuated by a desire to acquaint 


ger at railroad crossings as the re- 
sult of the greater speed of stream- 
line trains, a group of large na- 
tional manufacturing concerns in- 
terested in safety have organized the 
Safety Research Bureau, with head- 
quarters in Detroit. 

The purpose of the organization 
is announced by its executive sec- 
vetary as the “preparation and dis- 
semination of statistical information 
on automobile accidents at railroad 
crossings in order that public opin- 
ion may be aroused to combat this 
unnecessary waste of life and prop- 
erty.” 

In pointing out that under pres- 
ent railroad speeds crossing acci- 
dent casualities occur in the United 
States “every 81 minutes, 24 hours 
a day, 364 days a year,“ the bu- 
reau writes: 


With the new type of trains cross- 
ing highways at 100 miles an hour 
speed, we shudder to think what the 
mounting total of this accident car- 
nage may be. The problem has be- 


tance. The solution no longer lies 
in the hands of the railroads. Gov- 
ernment, state and municipality must 
take a hand. and adequate foal- 
proof” protection must be. provided 
Conditions present a definte chal- 
lenge to government. Present rail- 
way crossing protection is sadly in- 
adequate.

Hand in hand with this 
increase in crossings has come an 
even greater growth in the num- 
ber of automobiles and trucks in 
the country. it is not surprising 
that the fatalities at such crossings 
show a Steady increase, with 1934 
already having registered an all-time 
high mark. 

In ‘time such crossings are cer- 
tain to be largely eliminated, but 
the huge cost involved makes that 
a remedy impossible of attainment 
for many years to come. The rail- 
roads are making every possible ef- 
fort to reduce grade-crossing acci- 
dents, through safety campaigns 
and otherwise, but the solution of 
the problem, in the final analysis, 
must be undertaken by state and 
local governments. 

Along with the stream-lined, high- 
speed train must come new meth- 
ods of protecting the unwise mo- 
torist who refuses to “stop, look 
and listen“ upon approaching a 
grade crossing. It is a hopeful sign 
that already American inventive 
genius has produced safety appli- 
ances that should go far toward nul- 
lifying the increased threat of 
greater speed. A careful study of 
these appliances should be made by 
every state and local government.

ld Garrison Villard, noted lib- 
eral and publisher of the Nation, will 
lecture at the temple Monday night 
on “The Fate of Europe.“ The lec- 
ture will be delivered under auspices 
of the Temple Brotherhood and will 
be free to the public. 

One of the country's influential 
leaders in the field of liberalism, Mr. 
Villard was for 20 years editorial 
writer and president of the New York 
Evening Post, his policies making the 
wapgr famous for its independence of 
all political parties and all advertisers. 

e sold the Evening Post in 1918 
and became editor of the Nation, ap- 
plying ‘the same fearless policies to 
make the Nation N a weekly 
edition of the Post. Mr. Villard was 
one of the early advocates of the en- 
franchisement of women. He bas 
waged many a battle for progressive 
causes, 

Mr. Villard is a grandson of Wil- 
liam Lloyd Garrison, and son of Henry 
Villard, who completed the Northern 
Pacific Railroad.
